Uur participation in a variety of ac- 
tivities iius niade us over-estimate our abil- 
ity tu icuu and to make decisions, borne oi 
us liave been little demi-gous, leaders in 
litis end and that, liut now that gradua- 
tion ^approaches, wc begin to sec the child- 
ishness of it all.

Another lîcvue has departed from actuality, 
to bo relogalMl to dlxcussion and aftermath, the 
.varying opinlnnn about Its success or failure must 
already bo firmly established. One should, how- 
ever, only Judge tlieaa things by the good use made 
of the timo apont In preparation and presentation, 
and to the above by F.tl.It. I add tiie following, 

Arllsllcally t'" Ucvuo waj a buccosh; drama- 
tically it was not ovt-r strong; and musically it 
wos good enough. Four iiumbcr.i can take place 
at the top of the list, as being beat, — each In a 
different way. Cziganyok takes tho musical laurels. 
Trial by Fury is an unbeatable musical akit, Low 
Jest, as a force, is top notch, and tho Negro aong 
In the Spirit Ritual is the most authentic piece 
in tho whole show. 

The weak spots were definitely thone that dis- 
tinguish all amateur produclions. The casting did 
not ttlw.iys sceni to put the best person Into po- 
sition. Stage conclousness, well submerged gener- 
ally, was very obvious when any extra strain was 
put on the actors. The singing has been admitted 
by nil, to bn weak, and the only reason for this 
was the lack of sufficient interest in the song 
by the performer. Tho lesuUlng colorless music 
and chonises endangcrcd tlio show. Chic P.\rlsh 
In his various appearances, also showed this strain, 
and his further lack of movement demanded that 
his jokes 1>« of an even higher order than they 
were, to bo entirely offective. 

A gross fault, demanded perhaps by alage con- 
vention, could havo been spared in at least two 
numbers, had uonichody been radical enough. In 
both "Yes or No" and "An Egyptian Lovo Song", 
the principals were weak, and comparatively unin- 
teresting. The choruses In each case were a vast 
Improvement, and Just ns the audience waa begin- 
ning- to forgot the poor beginning, tho principale 
returned to complete a bad taste already started. 
In tho first number, tho chorus was the best in 
the show, while in the latter, Margaret McKay, 
tho best individual dancer, would have saved it 
aloni>, but for the convention.
